There has been co nsiderable in­ 
terest in the subject o f cro p drying 
in m any areas o f the state during 
the late sum m er and 
early 
fall 
mo nths. 
One o f the chief reaso n.* fo r this 
interest is that we have a large 
acreage 
o f so rghum s 
that cure 
slo wly in the field and the spread 
between current m arket price and 
go vernm ent sealing price is sub­ 
stantial. Very o ften a farm er can 
pay fo r sto ring and drying equip­ 
ment by ho lding this grain o ff the 
m arket at peak harvest tim e when 
many lo cal elevato rs are bulging 
with grain. The Misso uri sealing 
price o n milo is at 81.98 per hun 
dred while the lo cal m arket price 
in Co lumbia fo r instance, o n Oct. 
14 was 81.24 per hundred. In No rth­ 
west Misso uri it was do se to 81 
per hundred. W’ith this differential. 
19.57 lo o ks like a go o d time to co n­ 
sider drying. 
In additio n, a farm « ’ 
with 
a 
dro p drier is no t so dependent o n 
the w eather. Harvesting days can 
be lengthened. Field lo sses can be 
minimized. Drying o n the farm , 
as co m pared with custo m drying, 
can be do ne at much less co st 
because o f fewer handlings 
and 
much less labo r invo lved. So me o f 
the mo st im po rtant facto rs affect­ 
ing the selectio n o f drying equip­ 
ment are: (11 the type o f harvest­ 
ing equipm ent: (21 the harvesting 
capacity co upled with the amo unt 
to be harvested o ften dictates the 
type 
drying equipment neces­ 
sary; <3> the type o f sto rage facili­ 
ties presently available. 
No w let’s lo o k at the differences 
between heated and unheated air 
driers. Many o f 
the heated 
air 
driers in use in Misso uri o n the 
larger 
acreages 
are 
the 
large 
batch type. They can dry fro m 
300 to 600 bushels at o ne lim e in 
a few ho urs. 
Drying tem peratures can be as 
high as 170 degrees witho ut dam ­ 
aging gram fo r o n the farm feed­ 
ing •— up to 110 degrees fo r seed 
grain drying. These units vary co n­ 
siderably in co st depending o n size, 
po rtability, type o f po wer unit, and 
so fo rth. Co st m ay be as much a.s 
$ 3500 o r mo re. 
On the o ther hand, when we use 
natural air fans we rely o n atm o s­ 
pheric 
co nditio ns 
so mewhat. But 
just within the past two o r three 
years so me m anufacturers have 
m ade so me supplem ental heaters 
available fo r use with these natur­ 
al air fans. The heat o utput is lo w 
usually 
varying 
fro m 
50,000 
to 
100,000 BTU per ho ur. So me 
o f 
these are co ntro lled by a humidi- 
stat so that the heat is o n o nly 
when the humidity o f o utside air 
dr ( ^ to abo ut 50 per cent. 
I’d say this — farm ers who have 
milo tliis year sho uld co nsider sto r- 


ing and drying. The type o f equip­ 
ment will depend upo n so me o f 
the facto rs we’ve discussed. But in 
so me areas there has been a big 
dem and fo r sto rage bins and dry­ 
ing fans — to do n’t wait lo nger 
to o rder o r yo u may find yo urself 
in a po siticMi where yo u have to 
sell — at the new lo cal m arket 
prices. Rem einber. to o , that to seal 
milo , the m o isture co ntent must 
be at least do wn to 13 per cent.
